"The envelope had been opened 


with a knife at the top, because 
the flap is still stuck down on the 
body of the envelope, and it is 
partly on the flap and partly on 
the -envelope itself that 
Lincoln 


wrote his note. 


"The 
great 
interest 
of this 


document to me is the fact that 
it was written so spontaneously, 
and so we nave a true glimpse of 
Lincoln's mind at work.
